Dear Councilman Schmidt: 


At the December 28, 1995 meeting of the Metro Human Relations Commission, 
I was elected Chair and Councilman Archie Lunsey was elected Vice Chair. 
Our terms are from 1/1/96 to 12/31/96. 


At the same meeting the Commission voted to hire Matthew Connelly, 
President of the Allen County Bar Association, to conduct an Audit of the 
Commission. The motion to engage Mr. Connelly’s services was contingent 
upon City Council’s approval for Metro to transfer dollars from the salary 
line item to the appropriate line item to cover Mr. Connelly’s fees. The 
Commission decided to allow Mr. Connelly to begin his audit and pay him 
with monies already identified for legal counsel in the Commission’s 
budget (approximately $5,000), until such time City Council approves the 
transfer. 


Mr. Connelly assures the Commission that his services will not be anything 
close to the $50,000 maximum cited in the Commission’s initial motion to 
engage an impartial auditor. He advised the Commission that he will seek 
pre-approval prior to providing services. Commissioner Fred Eckart is the 
Commission liaison with Mr. Connelly and will closely monitor all 
expenditures. 


Mr. Connelly will provide the Commission with a first tier preliminary 
report sometime around February 9th. Mr. Connelly was given our approval 
to be totally inclusive in his audit. He intends to look at all 
allegations cited by Frost, Metro Staff and Commissioners, as well as, 
Metro Staff and Commissioner actions and activities. Initially he intends 
to meet independently with Metro Staff and Commissioners, Mayor Helmke, a 
few members of City Council, and some prior Metro staffers. 


The majority of the Commissioner's view this audit as the catalyst 
necessary to help and enable us to resolve the strife and disfunction we 
experienced during the majority of 1995. 


We hope that City Council will aide us by approving the transfer of monies 
to cover the costs associated with the audit.
